REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art of 
record does not teach or fairly suggest a method of making a structural component by 
melting a continuous fiber tape on a heating station, transferring the melted tape to a 
forming station, quickly cooling the tape to form a skin with the Inner part of the tape 
remaining melted, separating this from the forming station, and placing It on a tool 
where molten long fiber thermoplastic is introduced which melts the formed skin, or a 
tape made in this fashion so that it has an area of increased crystalline material in a 
zone below the surface of the tape relative to the remainder of the article as explained 
In the specification and in Figure 7.
